THE   PRESIDENT 


UNDER  the  leadership  of  President  and  Sister  O.  Layton  Alldredge  a 
great  building  programme  was  inaugurated  in  the  South  African  Mis- 
sion. Seventeen  beautiful  chapels  now  dot  the  land,  and  there  are  more 
chapels  under  construction.  These  chapels  and  cultural  halls  stand  as  a 
witness  to  the  people  of  Southern  Africa  that  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints  is  here  to  stay. 

The  members  of  the  mission  have  displayed  great  faith  in  the  inspired 
programme  of  God  as  restored  through  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith,  and 
added  upon  by  those  who  have  succeeded  him  in  the  leadership  of  the 
Church. 

From  the  very  early  days  of  the  Church  the  Saints  have  erected  build- 
ings and  dedicated  them  to  the  worship  of  God.  This  has  required  the 
sacrifice  of  time  and  means.

Well  over  two  thousand  years  ago  the  Lord  made  a  promise  to  His 
people  which  he  has  since  vindicated.

Newly-Completed  Chapel 


MAY  this  building  truly  be  a  witness  to  the  restoration  of  the  Gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ,"  stated  South  African  Mission  President,  J.  Golden 
Snow  on  June  20  at  the  official  opening  of  the  Klerksdorp  Chapel. 

Completed  just  six  months  after  the  official  ground-breaking  on 
December  10,  1964,  the  Klerksdorp  chapel  will  serve  as  the  spiritual  home 
of  the  Klerksdorp  Branch  members.  Latter-day  Saints  from  Vaal  Reefs, 
Orkney,  Klerksdorp,  Stilfontein  and  Wolmaransstad  comprise  the  branch 
which  has  a  membership  of  about  50. 

Friends,  relatives,  and  fellow  Latter-day  Saints  from  other  communi- 
ties in  the  Transvaal  filled  the  chapel  to  capacity  at  the  opening.  Mission 
and  District  Leaders  were  in  attendance.  President  J.  Golden  Snow  presided 
at  the  opening  —  the  third  such  opening  in  the  last  one-and-a-half  months. 

President  Daniel  A.  W.  Cherrett,  First  Counselor  in  the  Mission  Presi- 
dency; Sister  J.  Golden  Snow,  wife  of  the  Mission  President;  Sister  Anna 
de  Wet,  Mission  Relief  Society  President;  Sister  Rose  Calteaux,  Counselor 
in  the  Mission  Relief  Society;  and  Elders  C.  Cleve  Hale  and  Roger  B. 
Moore,  Assistants  to  the  Mission  President;  represented  the  mission. 

President  C.  Kenneth  Powrie  with  his  counselors,  clerk,  and  council- 
men  were  also  on  hand  to  extend  best  wishes. 

The  opening  service,  which  began  at  4.00  p.m.,  was  conducted  by 
President  Louis  P.  Hefer,  President  of  the  Klerksdorp  Branch.  The  speakers 
included :  Dirk  Hanekom,  Alex  Wilson,  Laurence  Palmer,  President  Hefer, 
President  Powrie,  President  Derek  C.  Benington  —  President  of  the  Ramah 
Second  Branch  and  architect  for  the  new  chapel  —  President  Cherrett;  and 
President  Snow. 

The  opening  service  was  well  spiced  with  musical  numbers. 

Wanda  Hanekom  rendered  a  piano  solo  entitled  "Devotion"  by 
Schumann.  A  vocal  duet  was  presented  by  Susan  Hefer  and  Getruida  Fourie. 
They  sang  an  Afrikaans  translation  of  "Bless  This  House."  The  Branch 
Choir  concluded  the  meeting  with  a  rendition  of  "Jesus,  Lover  of  my  Soul." 

President  Hefer  expressed  thanks  on  behalf  of  the  branch  to  our 
Heavenly  Father,  for  "if  it  was  not  for  Him  and  above  all  His  assistance 
when  we  were  low,  we  could  not  have  done  it.'  He  offered  thanks  to  former 
Mission  President,  O.  Layton  Alldredge,  to  President  Snow,  the  First 
Presidency,  the  Architect  and  the  builders.  He  went  on  to  say  that  the 
building  of  the  chapel  was  a  milestone  in  the  lives  of  the  Klerksdorp  Saints. 

President  Snow  was  the  concluding  speaker.  In  his  remarks  he  com- 
mended the  branch  members  for  their  faith  and  admonished  them  to  con- 
tinue faithful.  He  said :  "We  love  this  land  and  love  the  people  in  it,  and 
we  pray  for  them.  It  is  the  prayer  of  our  hearts  that  our  Heavenly  Father 
will  accept  the  portion  of  the  chapel  that  is  erected,  and  bless  it  that  it 
might  be  a  place  where  truth  is  taught." 
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Nephite  Touch  Given  New  Chapel 

SITUATED  on  a  corner  lot  in  Flamwood,  a  recent  housing  development 
in   Klerksdorp,   the   Klerksdorp  Chapel   portrays   Mormonism   to  the 
passer-by  in  a  truly  "Mormon"  manner. 

President  Derek  Bennington,  Ramah  Branch  President  and  architect 
for  the  newly  completed  chapel,  stated  that  he  had  tried  to  capture  some 
of  the  Book  of  Mormon  atmosphere  and  incorporated  it  in  the  chapel 
design. 

The  white  stone  "freeze"  which  crowns  the  building  is  cut  to  resemble 
the  stone  work  of  the  Book  of  Mormon  Peoples.  President  Bennington 
stated  that  in  designing  the  building  he  studied  recent  pictures  of  the  ruins 
in  South  America  which  are  attributed  to  the  Nephite  and  Lamanite 
peoples  of  the  Book  of  Mormon. 

Although  the  Klerksdorp  chapel  is  but  the  first  stage  of  a  full  size 
chapel,  its  straight  lines  and  inverted  L  shaped  windows  give  it  a  sharp 
fresh  look. 

As  with  the  Carletonville  Chapel  which  was  also  recently  opened,  the 
present  Klerksdorp  Chapel  is  basically  the  classroom  wing  of  a  full  sized 
chapel.  The  present  chapel  portion  will  someday  be  a  large  Relief  Society 
Room.  The  building  features  a  stainless  steel  kitchen,  walk-in  library,  and 
a  carpeted  Branch  President's  Office.  There  are  three  classrooms  one  of 
which  has  wide  chalk  boards  on  all  four  walls.  This  will  serve  as  the 
younger  children's  room.  A  spacious  foyer  greets  visitors.  Rest  rooms, 
showers,  and  a  patio  finish  the  building.

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EDITORIAL 


WE  BELIEVE 


IT  was  a  mid-summer's  day  —  circus  clouds  streaked  the  sky.  A  warm 
breeze  swept  across  the  sun-baked  valley.  Occasionally  a  jack-rabbit 
peered  out  from  behind  the  sagebrush.  The  silence  of  the  desert  was  only 
interrupted  by  the  sounds  of  wagons  coming  down  the  canyon.  Soon  the 
wagons  stopped. 

On  a  hill  overlooking  the  valley  there  stood  a  group  of  people  with 
their  eyes  fixed  towards  the  salten  sea.  They  were  weary  —  their  feet 
were  tired  and  their  hands  blistered.  The  sun  was  hot;  the  air  was  dry. 

One  man  stood  out  from  the  rest.  His  eyes  were  fixed  on  the  valley, 
but  he  did  not  see  what  the  others  saw.  Before  his  view  there  spread  a 
city  —  a  metropolis.  The  city  was  a  city  of  wide  streets,  green  lawns,  and 
shady  parks.  He  saw  a  city  of  clean  sky  scrapers,  cool  fountains,  and  tall 
trees.  Fields  of  grain,  schools  of  learning,  and  places  of  culture  spread 
before  his  view.  And  he  saw  the  homes  of  a  happy,  contented  people. 

In  the  heart  of  the  city  he  envisaged  the  spires  of  a  magnificent  temple. 
On  the  uppermost  spire  in  radiant  glory,  he  saw  an  angel  clothed  in  gold 
with  a  trumpet  in  hand  declaring  to  the  world :   "We  believe". 

"This  is  the  place!"  he  declared. 

Today  on  that  same  hill  there  stands  a  monument.  It  is  adorned  with 
statues  and  flowering  gardens.  It  is  draped  in  beauty  and  grandeur. 

Below  the  hill  there  spreads  a  city  —  a  metropolis.  The  city  of  the 
Great  Salt  Lake  stands  as  the  great  leader  of  a  humble  people  envisaged  it. 
From  the  very  heart  of  the  city,  the  spires  of  a  temple  jut  heavenward, 
and  on  the  uppermost  spire  the  figure  of  an  angel  glistens  in  the  sun.  With 
a  golden  trumpet  in  han:l,  the  figure  seems  to  be  declaring:  "We  believe!" 

The  desert  blossomed  as  a  rose,  and  a  monument  stands  in  remem- 
berance  of  a  people  who  knelt  in  the  desert  and  prayed  for  divine  assistance 
in  following  the  counsel  of  their  latter-day  prophet. 

The  monument  stands  not  only  as  a  tribute,  but  as  a  testimony  to 
the  nations  of  a  troubled  world.  It  witnesses  to  the  eternal  truth  that  if 
man  will  place  his  complete  trust  in  God  and  obey  explicitly  the  counsel 
of  His  anointed  prophets,  there  is  no  goal  so  high  or  task  so  great  that  if 
cannot  be  obtained.  Strict  obedience  to  God's  word  —  be  it  the  words  of 
scripture  or  the  words  of  a  prophet  —  will  bring  happiness  and  joy  just  as 
surely  as  the  desert  blossomed. 

The  CUMORAH'S  SOUTHERN  MESSENGER  pays  tribute  to  the 
early  Mormon  Pioneers  who  entered  the  Salt  Lake  Valley  on  July  24,  1847, 
with  an  admonition  to  the  saints  of  the  world :  may  the  uppermost  spires 
of  the  temples  of  our  hearts  be  crowned  with  a  desire  to  declare  to  the 
world :  "We  believe."

CHRISTIANITY'S  ATOMIC 
BOMB

ABOUT  the  year  1830  a  young  English  school  teacher  named  John 
Dalton  announced  a  theory  to  explain  observations  he  had  made  of  a 
number  of  chemical  reactions.  Dalton  theorized  that  all  matter  is  composed 
of  tiny  indivisible  particles  which  he  called  atoms.  This  idea  was  so  com- 
pletely contradictory  to  the  scientific  thought  of  Dalton's  time  that  he  was 
either  ignored  or  ridiculed  by  the  influential  scientists  who  were  his  con- 
temporaries. 

At  8.00  a.m.  on  August  sixth  1945,  a  single  American  bomber  was 
flying  toward  the  city  of  Hiroshima,  Japan.  After  8.15  that  August  morn- 
ing, the  ideas  of  that  young  English  school  teacher  were  no  longer  sub- 
jected to  ridicule.  The  loss  of  over  a  hundred  thousand  lives  and  the 
devastation  of  the  city  of  Hiroshima  were  sufficient  evidence  that  matter  is 
made  up  of  atoms. 

Several  university  students  were  sitting  in  a  dormitory  room.  A  short 
break  in  studying  had  turned  into  a  lengthy  discussion  of  religion.  One 
student  addressed  another  to  this  effect :  "You  believe  in  a  corporeal  God, 
a  God  with  a  body,  a  material  God,  a  God  who  exists  in  time  and  space?" 
The  student  to  whom  the  question  was  directed  nodded  his  assent.  "All 
right,  then  where  is  He.  If  He  is  a  person  like  you  or  me,  where  is  He? 
If  He  is  material,  I  want  to  know  where  He  is.  I  mean  I  want  the  co- 
ordinates of  God's  position  in  space." 

"I  believe  that  God  is  real,  that  He  is  personal,  and  that  He  is  material, 
but  as  for  where  He  is,  I  just  don't  know,"  answered  the  other  student, 
somewhat  frustrated,  since  this  was  the  first  time  his  faith  had  been 
seriously  questioned. 

"Of  course  you  don't  know,"  continued  the  questioner,  "And  another 
thing,  saying  that  God  is  personality,  well,  that  limits  Him,  that  makes  Him 
like  me,  that  kind  of  God  simply  ain't  high  enough.  What's  more  I'd  be 
willing  to  bet  that  in  one-hundred  years,  you  will  not  be  able  to  sell  your 
Joseph  Smith  story  to  the  man  in  the  street ! " 

As  man's  scientific  knowledge  about  himself  and  the  universe  in- 
creases the  Christian  faces  more  and  more  questions  touching  the  basis  of 
his  faith.  Science  is  simply  the  orderly  categorization  of  man's  observations 
of  the  physical  world  around  him.  As  science  advances  with  this  categori- 
zation, it  reaches  conclusions  that  seem  to  be  in  contradiction  with  the 
Christian's  faith.  For  instance,  as  the  skeptical  student  pointed  out  to  his 
friend,  as  far  as  man  has  reached  into  space  he  has  not  found  Heaven. 
This  would  seem  to  rule  out  the  possibility  of  a  material  God,  for  if  God 
is  "like  you  and  me"  and  is  within  several  million  light  years  of  the  earth, 
we  would  have  seen  Him;  and  if  God  is  beyond  that  distance,  He  is  too 
far  away  to  communicate  with  men  on  earth  by  any  of  the  means  available 
to  people  "like  you  and  me".  These  questions  cannot  be  ignored  as  vain 
excuses  of  the  unbeliever;  but  the  solution  is  not  to  give  up  your  faith  as 
a  collection  of  myths.  Blind  faith  and  blind  skepticism  have  one  thing  in 
common  —  neither  require  any  thought.  Many  scientists  find  in  man's 
expanding  knowledge  a  greater  foundation  for  their  faith  rather  than  a 
reason  for  skepticism. 

Dr.  Joseph  Le  Conte,  late  Professor  of  Geology  and  Natural  History 
in  the  University  of  California,  has  written  :

"The  argument  for  the  personality  of  Deity  is  derived  from  the  evi- 
dences of  intelligent  contrivance  and  design  in  nature,  or  in  the  adjustment 
of  parts  for  a  definite  and  an  intelligent  purpose.  It  is  usually  called  "the 
argument  from  design."  The  force  of  this  argument  is  felt  at  once  intui- 
tively by  all  minds,  and  its  efTect  is  irresistible  and  overwhelming  to  every 
plain,  honest  mind,  unplagued  by  metaphysical  subtleties. "(') 

Science  can  thus  give  the  skeptic  evidence  against  God's  personality, 
but  it  can  also  give  the  believer  a  stronger  belief  in  God  as  a  person.  The 
real  key,  however,  to  the  conquest  of  doubts  and  to  an  abiding  faith  in 
God  is  not  to  be  found  in  logical  argument.  In  the  words  of  Soren  Kierke- 
gaard, a  Danish  Philosopher,  "It  is  one  thing  to  stand  on  one  leg  and 
argue  for  God  and  another  to  get  on  both  knees  and  find  Him."  It  is  only 
on  his  knees  that  man  can  become  a  Christian,  and  this  basic  principle  of 
Christianity  is  also  the  key  to  our  skeptical  student's  second  objection  to  a 
personal  God. 

The  deepest  source  of  doubt  in  Christianity  today  is  not  the  questions 
of  science.  Christianity  claims  to  have  the  power  to  change  men's  hearts. 
It  claims  to  have  the  power  to  make  men  love  each  other  as  brothers.  It 
claims  to  have  the  power  to  make  men  perfect.  For  2000  years  Christianitv 
has  been  the  philosophy  of  the  Western  World,  and  during  that  2000  years 
men  have  waged  war  with  each  other  and  hated  each  other  without  ceasing. 
It  makes  the  angels'  chorus,  "Peace  on  earth,  Good  will  to  men,"  sound 
empty  and  meaningless.  So  much  imperfection  in  men  makes  it  seem  as 
though  there  is  an  insurmountable  barrier  between  the  human  personality 
and  perfection.  Instead  of  reaching  upward,  we  seem  to  be  plunging  into 
an  abyss  of  hatred  and  misunderstanding.  It  is  no  wonder  that  our  skeptical 
student  considered  the  human  personality  too  low  to  have  been  made  in 
the  image  of  God. 

The  proof  of  the  value  of  an  idea  or  a  philosophy  is  in  its  application. 
If  when  applied,  the  philosophy  or  idea  has  power  to  change  the  world, 
it  is  of  value.  By  application  of  the  atomic  theory  the  atomic  bomb  was 
developed,  and  the  world  was  changed.  Dalton's  theory  was  thus  proved 
of  value. 

At  the  same  time  that  Dalton  was  preparing  his  atomic  theory,  a  young 
man  went  into  a  grove  of  trees  to  open  his  heart  to  God.  He  came  out 
of  the  grove  with  sure  knowledge  that  God  is  a  person  and  that  personality 
is  perfectible.  Some  nine  years  later  this  same  young  man  received,  under 
the  hands  of  heavenly  messengers,  the  key  to  Christianity's  power  to 
change  the  world  —  the  Holy  Priesthood. 

In  the  words  of  President  J.  Reuben  Clark,  Jr.,  "compared  with  the 
Priesthood  the  atomic  bomb  is  a  mere  firecracker." 

The  main  difference  between  the  power  of  the  atomic  bomb  and  the 
Priesthood,  other  than  magnitude,  is  that  the  atomic  bomb  destroys  life 
and  the  Priesthood  saves  life.  Through  the  priesthood  the  pure  and  simple 
gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  the  gospel  of  eternal  life,  has  been  restored  to  men. 
Through  the  priesthood  this  gospel  has  been  proclaimed  to  every  nation, 
and  kindred,  and  tongue,  and  people.  Through  the  priesthood  millions 
have  entered  the  gate  of  baptism,  received  the  promised  of  the  Gift  of  the 
Holv  Ghost,  and  are  helping  each  other  to  follow  the  path  of  the  Saviour 
in  His  Church. 

This  is  just  the  beginning  of  the  chain  reaction  of  Christianity's  atomic 
bomb.  If  these  individuals,  these  sons  and  daughters  of  a  living  and  perso- 
nal God,  live  up  to  the  covenants  they  have  made,  if  they  seek  him  in 
diligent  prayer,  if  they  follow  His  Son  in  their  every  thought  and  action, 
"the  man  in  the  street"  of  one  hundred  years  from  now  will  not  have  to 
be  sold  the  Joseph  Smith  story;  he  will  already  know  it  is  true.

A  TIME  TO  PREPARE

ONE  of  the  most  useful  and 
effective  words  in  language  is 
the  word  "preparation".  The  habit 
of  being  prepared  has  brought  more 
success,  happiness  and  satisfaction 
than  any  other  single  thing,  while 
the  word  "unprepared"  has  pro- 
bably brought  more  tragedy  and 
misery  into  the  lives  of  men  than 
any  other  condition  in  which  one 
can  be  found.  The  tragedy  in  the 
word  "unprepared"  lies  in  the  fact 
that  it  implies  that  failures  was 
preventable. 

When  I  think  of  what  the  success 
preparation  brings  I  often  recall  the 
time  I  spent  in  the  navy.  Once  a 
year  four  of  the  world's  greatest 
navies  would  combine  with  our  own 
to  take  part  in  a  group  of  highly 
scientific  manoeuvres  around  the 
South  African  coast.  The  purpose 
of  these  exercises  would  be  to  fami- 
liarise these  other  countries  with  the 
conditions  in  the  South  Atlantic 
and  also  to  give  these  allied  forces 
the  opportunity  to  prepare  for  a 
combined  offensive  in  this  area. 

For  almost  a  month  we  would 
assimilate  wartime  conditions  with 
frequent  air  and  submarine  attacks. 
Each  ship  would  receive  points  for 
the  success  obtained  and  these 
points  would  then  be  compared  and 
checked  by  a  group  of  high  ranking 
officers  on  land.  Year  after  year 
special  mention  would  be  made  in 
the  evaluation  report  of  the  success 
our  ship  enjoyed,  apart  from  the 
fact  that  she  was  older  and  slower 
than  most  of  the  other  vessels. 

We  appreciated  the  recognition 
we  received  but  we  also  remembered 
the  long  months  of  preparation  that 
had  gone  before.  The  coldest,  wild- 
est nights  would  be  the  time  to 
expect  'action  stations'  to  be  sound- 
ed and  this  would  then  be  repeated 
until  every  man  was  able  to  dress 
and  be  ready  for  action  in  a  period 


of  time  that  seemed  almost  ridicu- 
lous. I  still  relive  in  my  dreams  the 
fear  I  felt  as  I  ran  along  the  nar- 
row, swaying  catwalk  to  my  lookout 
position  with  giant  waves  crashing 
onto  the  deck  below  me  and  the 
spray  soaking  me  to  the  skin. 

Napoleon  once  said  that  provi- 
dence was  on  the  side  of  the  army 
with  the  strongest  battalions.  He 
had  learned  by  experience  of  the 
tremendous  military  advantage  that 
came  to  those  who  were  trained  and 
prepared  to  meet  a  situation  in  ad- 
vance. Our  captain  also  knew  that 
if  his  crew  was  not  prepared  for 
victory  they  would  automatically  be 
prepared  for  defeat  and  he  would 
often  say,  "Victory  comes  by  de- 
sign, defeat  by  default".  This  is 
not  only  true  in  a  fighting  force 
but  also  in  our  own  individual 
lives.  Every  young  person  in  the 
church  can  create  the  opportunity 
to  be  a  success  in  life  and  personal 
preparation  is  the  key  to  this  suc- 
cess. 

The  lack  of  education  amongst 
the  youth  in  the  Church  is  alarming 
and  the  way  many  of  us  waste  our 
God-given  talents  through  the  lack 
of  foresight  and  industry  is  shame- 
ful. 

In  1809  in  a  little  backwood  Ken- 
tucky cabin  a  boy,  with  the  name 
of  Abraham  Lincoln,  was  born. 
Here  was  a  boy,  like  many 
others  who  were  born  under 
the  same  conditions,  who  didn't 
seem  to  have  a  chance  in  life.  But 
he  studied  while  others  played  and 
worked  while  others  wasted  time. 
He  said,  "I  will  prepare  now  and 
take  my  chances  when  the  oppor- 
tunity arrives."  Almost  before  he 
was  ready  someone  was  needed  to 
free  the  slaves  and  today  he  is 
heralded  as  one  of  the  greatest  men

DURBAN  BROTHER  FEATURED  IN 
SALT  LAKE  PAPER 

The  following  article  appeared  in  the  Church  News  section  of  the  DESERET 
NEWS*  which  is  published  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  U.S.A. 

ON  THE  GO  WITH  A  PLASTIC  HEART  VALVE 

APLASTIC  and  steel  heart  valve  has  saved  the  life  of  Richard  Jakins, 
active  member  of  the  Durban  Branch  in  South  Africa. 

Doctors  at  the  Groote  Schuur  Hospital,  Cape  Town,  where  the  unique 
operation  was  performed,  have  attributed  his  amazing  recovery  from  the 
operation  to  his  physical  fitness.  As  a  Mormon  he  did  not  smoke  nor  drink 
alcohol,  coffee  or  tea.  Elders  of  the  Church  administered  to  him  10  minutes 
before  the  operation.  He  was  given  about  six  months  to  live  after  his  heart 
collapsed  at  the  age  of  53.  Heart  operations  are  seldom  performed  on  men 
over  the  age  of  39,  physicians  said. 

Today,  with  his  mechanical  heart  core  functioning  faithfully,  he  is 
manager  of  a  Durban  hotel,  plays  squash,  swims  and  dances.  The  heart 
valve  was  designed  at  the  University  of  Cape  Town. 

His  only  complaint  is  that  the  loud  mechanical  heartbeat  keeps  him 
awake  at  night  if  he  lies  on  his  side. 

Mr.  Jakins  had  studied  for  the  Methodist  ministry  before  being  told 
of  the  Gospel  as  taught  by  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 
Two  weeks  before  he  was  scheduled  to  sail  for  London  in  1928  to  take  up 
the  ministry,  he  told  his  parents  of  his  conversion  to  the  Mormon  Church. 
They  were  shocked.  Two  years  later  his  parents  and  eight  brothers  and 
sisters  and  some  in-law  relatives  joined  the  Church. 

Since  then  Mr.  Jakins,  his  father  and  two  brothers,  Eric  and  Melverton. 
have  served  as  Branch  Presidents.  Mr.  Jakins  also  has  filled  a  two-year 
mission  in  South  Africa,  been  a  District  President  in  the  mission  and  during 
World  War  II  helped  in  the  mission  home  due  to  lack  of  missionaries.

ZION'S  GROWING -IN  U.S.   CONGRESS 

X^TASHINGTON — Back  in  the  days  when  "Mormon''  was  considered  a 
*  *  word  hardly  fit  for  use  in  polite  society,  members  of  the  Church 
elected  to  Congress  were  admitted,  if  at  all,  only  after  long  and  bitter 
struggles.  Even  so,  one  Mormon  at  a  time  was  all  the  nation's  legislators 
were  expected  to  assimilate  during  the  1870's  and  80's. 

This  year,  the  89th  Congress  (U.S.A.)  has  "swallowed"  II  Latter-day 
Saint  "camels'  without  batting  an  eye.  Never  has  a  larger  number  of 
Church  members  occupied  seats  in  the  nation's  legislative  body. 

For  the  first  time,  California  has  as  many  Mormons  in  Congress  as 
Utah.  Each  of  the  two  states  has  four.  Nevada,  Idaho  and  Arizona  each 
have  one  LDS  congressman.  The  total  includes  three  senators  and  eight 
members  of  the  House.  Seven  are  Democrats;  four  Republicans.

GENEALOGISTS  MEET 

'TTHHE  purpose  of  the  convention  is  to  acquaint  members  of  the  Church 
-*-  with  what  Genealogy  really  is.  Many  have  the  idea  that  it  is  just 
filling  in  sheets  and  working  with  fullstops  and  commas.  We  want  to  show 
them  that  there  is  a  scientific  approach." 

These  were  the  pre-convention  comments  of  Sister  George  Nell  who 
assisted  her  husband  in  spearheading  the  Transvaal  District  Genealogical 
Convention  which  was  held  June  19,  at  the  Ramah  Chapel  in  Johannesburg. 

President  Kenneth  C.  Powrie,  Transvaal  District  President,  called  the 
convention  to  instruct  advisors  and  teachers  of  genealogy  how  to  teach 
the  subject. 

One  of  the  special  features  of  the  convention  was  the  presentation  of 
a  revision  of  the  Sunday  School  genealogy  lesson  manual.  The  manual  has 
been  revised  by  Brother  and  Sister  Nell  to  include  research  procedures 
in  South  Africa.  This,  it  is  felt,  will  be  a  great  aid  to  genealogists  in  the 
Republic. 
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One  of  the  things  that  was  pointed  out  at  the  convention  was  that 
"The  purpose  of  genealogy  is  to  establish  lines  of  descent  of  human  beings. 
The  line  of  descent  is  the  essential  thing  —  all  else  is  incidental.  Among 
incidentals  are  dates  as  they  are  important  for  identification  of  ancestors. 
Identification  is  the  measuring  device  that  makes  genealogy  an  exact  science. 

Widow  and  Family  To  Go 
To  London  Temple 

HE  wanted  to  take  the  family  to  the  temple  as  soon  as  Beryl  matricu- 
lated. He  had  a  strong  desire  to  have  the  family  sealed  together  no 
matter  what  the  sacrifice.  The  last  thing  we  actually  discussed  was  going 
to  the  temple.  I  feel  that  we  are  fulfilling  that  desire." 

So  stated  Sister  Ivy  Clark,  a  widow  of  three  years,  who  with  her  three 
children,  Beryl,  John  and  David,  will  be  leaving  for  the  London  Temple 
on  August  8  of  this  year. 

For  the  Clarks,  the  temple  trip  will  be  the  culmination  of  a  year  of 
planning  and  sacrifice.  Plans  were  laid  for  the  trip  last  August.  Beryl,  who 
is  17,  went  to  work  as  a  Stock  Records  Clerk.  She  has  banked  her  complete 
salary  —  saving  it  for  the  trip. 

Sister  Clark,  who  also  works,  put  as  much  of  her  salary  in  the  bank 
as  she  could  after  taking  out  the  living  expenses  for  the  family.  "The 
children,"  she  said,  "have  been  using  their  birthday  and  Christmas  money 
to  buy  clothes  and  they  haven't  had  any  pocket  money.  They  haven't 
complained." 

A  bond  that  will  take  the  Clarks  15  years  to  pay  back  was  also  taken 
on  the  Clark  home  in  order  to  raise  the  rest  of  the  necessary  funds  to 
take  the  6,000  mile  journey. 

While  in  London,  Sister  Clark  will  receive  her  own  endowments  and 
will  be  sealed  to  her  husband.  The  family  will  be  sealed  together  for  time 
and  eternity.  The  children  also  hope  to  be  able  to  perform  baptisms  for 
the  dead.  Arrangements  have  also  been  made  for  the  family  to  receive 
their  Patriarchal  Blessings. 

The  total  length  of  their  trip  will  be  three  months.  Upon  arriving  in 
England  the  Clarks  will  be  met  by  relatives.  Two  weeks  will  be  spent  at 
the  temple.  A  three  week  tour  of  Europe  is  also  in  the  plans.

But  when  his  power  seemed 
secure  he  became  idle  ^nd  fell  in 
love  with  the  bewitchmg  Queen 
Cleopatra  and  soon  became  a  vic- 
tim to  the  temntations  of  the  Egvn- 
tian  court  When  he  realized  that 
the  immediate  jovs  of  the  present 
had  robbed  him  of  any  future  great- 
ness and  success  it  was  too  late, 
and  while  he  lay  dying  he  stated 
that  "only  Antony  could  conquer 
Antony".
